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The Abrolhos—What does that name mean 


Abrolhos Islands — Where did the name come from? 

D ENR On the 12 September 1631, off the coast of Pernambuco (today a province of 
>) > “>. Brazil), a naval battle took place between a Dutch fleet and a fleet from the 
0 / (e Iberian union of Portugal & Spain. It was a battle during the eighty year war 

| M. e! between Spain and the United Provinces of Holland. A Spanish Basque 
eh Admiral Oquendo was to escort a convoy of ships laden with sugar back to 
i E Portugal. There were 12 Spanish ships, 2 French reguisitioned ships and 10 
—— Portuguese ships for a total of 24. The Dutch however had left with 17 ships, 
but 2 ships had become separated from the fleet leaving only 15. Admiral Adrian Pater 
mistakenly believed only 8 of Oquendo’s ships to be battle worthy. Therefore, he left half his 
fleet of 33 ships in Pernambuco. 

Due to contrarian winds and currents, the entire fleet was driven 300 km south into the vicinity 
of Abrolhos. Abrolhos originates from the Portuguese Abre os olhos, meaning ”Open your 
eyes.” This place, which lies about 18° South Latitude contains submerged rocks. Hence, the 
name served as a warning to seafarers. This term was adopted by many sailors, including those 
of other nationalities, and it served as a warning that submerged reefs were about. 

The Dutch lost that battle with losses sustained on both sides. As is customary, winners 
exaggerate, and losers minimise. What the true losses really were will always remain 
contentious. 

Now, how did the archipelago off the Geraldton Coast become known as Houtman Abrolhos or 
just Abrolhos Islands, where the Batavia (1629) and Zeewijk (1727) were shipwrecked? 

A number of theories have been offered, many disproven. However, according to a surviving 
historical record, the archipelago was first sighted in 1619 by two Dutch VOC ships 
“Dordrecht” & “Amsterdam”. Captain-General Frederick Houtman of the “Dordrecht” later 
wrote: “On the 29th do. deeming ourselves to be in an open sea, we shaped our course north- 
by-east. At noon we were in 29° 32'S. Lat.; at night 
about three hours before daybreak, we again 
unexpectedly came upon a low-lying coast, a level, 
broken country with reefs all round it. We saw no 
high land or mainland, so that this shoal is to be 
carefully avoided as very dangerous to ships that 
wish to touch at this coast. It is fully ten miles in 
length, lying in 28° 46." 

In Wikipedia they describe the word Abrolhos to LJL E Man GES 
mean “thorn”. This is an incorrect translation as the Cave kl big ede as of Islands 
Portuguese word for “Thorn” is Espinho. This word i 

originally designated the spiny fruit of the Bindi plant (Tribulus terrestris). However, the more 

accurate translation and usage by Portuguese and other sailors at that time is “offshore reefs”. 

This concurs with the submerged rocks off the Brazilian Coast. 

Frederick Houtman and his brother Cornelis had been sent to Lisbon from 1592 to 1594 to 
learn the route to the Indies from the Portuguese. He became a fluent 
linguist and published the first Dutch-Malay and Dutch-Malagasy 
dictionaries in 1603. Houtman had also sailed through the Abrolhos in 1598. 
As he had a good command of the Portuguese language, it is thought that 
when he sighted the archipelago off the coast of Geraldton, he used the 
Portuguese word Abrolhos, as it described it much better than any Dutch 
word could.

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WARNING - Beware of this Scam 


Tell your friends, kids and neighbours.....beware. 

This is very clever. I would probably fall for it, if not warned. Give this wide 

distribution. This scam is very clever. Just when you thought you'd heard it all. Be very 
careful out there! Beware of people bearing gifts! 

The following is a recounting of the incident from the victim. 

Wednesday a week ago, I had a phone call from someone saying that he was from some 
outfit called: "Express Couriers". (The name could be any courier company). He asked if I 
was going to be home because there was a package for me that required a signature. 

The caller said that the delivery would arrive at my home in approximately an hour. Sure 
enough, about an hour later, a uniformed delivery man turned up with a beautiful basket of 
flowers and a bottle of wine. I was very surprised, since 
there was no special occasion or holiday and I, certainly, 
didn't expect anything like it. Intrigued, I inquired as to 
who the sender was. 

The courier replied: "I don't know, I'm only delivering the 
package." 

Apparently, a greeting card was being sent separately. (The 
card has never arrived!) There was also a consignment note 
with the gift. 

He then went on to explain that because the gift contained alcohol, there was a $3.50 
"delivery/verification charge," providing proof that he actually had delivered the package to 
an adult (of legal drinking age) and not just left it on the doorstep where it could be stolen 
or taken by anyone, especially a minor. 

This sounded logical and I offered to pay him cash. He then said that the delivery company 
required payment to be by credit or debit card only, so that everything is properly accounted 
for, and this would help in keeping a legal record of the transaction. 

He added: "Couriers don't carry cash to avoid loss or being, likely, targets for robbery." 

My husband, who, by this time was standing beside me, pulled out his credit card and the 
"delivery man," asked him to swipe the card on a small mobile card machine with a small 
screen and keypad. Frank, my husband, was asked to enter his PIN number and a 

receipt was printed out. He was given a printed copy of the transaction. 

The guy said everything was in order, wished us good day and left. 

To our horrible surprise, between Thursday and the following Monday, $4,000 had been 
charged/withdrawn from our credit/debit account at various ATM machines. 

Apparently, the "mobile credit card machine," which the deliveryman carried, had all the 
info necessary to create a "dummy" card with all our card details including the PIN number. 
Upon finding out about the illegal transactions on our card we immediately notified the 
bank, which issued us with a new card and our credit/debit account was closed. 

We also went to the police, where it was confirmed that it is definitely a scam, as several 
households had been similarly hit. 


WARNING: Be wary of accepting any "surprise gift or package,"" which you neither 
expected nor personally ordered, especially if it involves any kind of payment as a 
condition of receiving the gift or package. Also, never accept anything if you do not 
personally know, or there is no proper identification of who the sender is. 

Above all, the only time you should give out any personal credit/debit card 
information is when you yourself initiated the purchase or transaction!

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Amsterdam Mayor cuts back on pavement cafés in busy City Centre. 


Amsterdam bar owners are preparing to take legal action after mayor Femke Halsema said 
that she would withdraw extra permits for pavement cafés in the busy City Centre. 

Cafés and bars were allowed to have bigger terraces during the coronavirus pandemic, to 
compensate for loss of income and the 1.5 meter social distancing rules. 

And the mayor had said that these permits would be extended until the end of October this 
year. However, Halsema told the Parool newspaper at the weekend that the additional 
terrace permits in the red light district and Nieuwenmarkt area would be withdrawn from 
this Friday, because of the impact on locals. 

”It has become so busy on the streets that the temporary terraces are putting too much 
pressure on the quality of life in these areas,” the mayor said. Café owners have reacted 
furiously to the plan, accusing the mayor of breaching the standards of good governance. 
“After two years of government coronavirus closures and limitations, the hospitality 
industry is once again the fall guy,” Barry van den Berg of the Nieuwmarkt Business 
Association told the paper. ”Affected café owners are now meeting to discuss legal action”, 
he said. 

The mayor is also looking at taking additional measures and has told local businesses, she 
may reduce alcohol sales still further and introduce earlier closing times for cafés. The City 
Council is also considering closing off the red light district with fences when it is extremely 
busy. Tourist numbers have surged since the end of the coronavirus measures and locals say 
that the council has failed to tackle the problem, despite various pledges and plans over the 
past few years. The hospitality sector association KHN has asked the mayor to close 
terraces only during peak periods, such as at the weekends.

Help! It is summer in the Netherlands and I’m 
being assimilated. 

As someone who comes from a place where there's 
sunlight in abundance, regular columnist Molly 
Ouell used to be unimpressed with the annual Dutch 
migration to the outdoors, as soon as the sun shines. 
But then something changed. 

It’s that time of year. The sun is shining, the birds 
are singing and the Dutch have decamped to the 
gardens, terraces and parks of the Netherlands. The 
people of the Netherlands feel the need to soak up a 
year’s worth of Vitamin D, in the short period when sunshine is available. My passport 
might say the United States of America, but my genetics scream Ireland. Red hair, a love of 
whiskey and a biological hatred of the English. Sun tanning is not a pastime I, or any of my 
blood relations enjoy. 1 don’t lay out by the pool, plan beach vacations or enjoy boating. 
Even in winter, I dutifully apply sunscreen to my face. In the summer, or when traveling, I 
reapply it multiple times, desperately trying to prevent sunburns and stave off skin cancer. 
Considering how little sunshine the Netherlands gets on average, it’s no surprise that every 
place I had lived previously got more. Living my life with an overabundance of sunlight 
and under-abundance of sun tolerance left me unimpressed by the few sunny days this 
country gets a year. 

While my friends would be jostling for the seat on the terrace with the most rays, I would 
happily take the shady spot. I accept my Dutch husband’s insistence that we eat our meals 
outside whenever the sun is out purely to keep marital peace. Or so I used to. This year, it 
seems as though something has changed. The Dutch have assimilated me. 

Though it feels sudden, in retrospect, it has been a gradual process. My initial reaction to 
seeing Dutch students drag their couches to the front of their houses, when the sun 
appeared, was amused scorn. Surely it wasn't so critical to spend a few hours in the sun that 
one needed to rearrange the furniture? The demands of my friends to sit outside, regardless 
of crowd size or quantity of smokers, when inside had plenty of empty tables, were 
annoying but tolerated. But at some point, it made perfectly good sense to me to bring the 
couch outside. It was more comfortable than lawn furniture. And inside of the pub did seem 
stuffy when the sun was shining. This year, however, I’ve gone from reluctant acceptance 
to complete convert. I’ve gone full-blown Dutch. I am finding myself taking my morning 
tea outside in the sun. I am the one setting the table in the garden for dinner. I’ve installed a 
hammock in the garden, and me (and the dog), have refused to vacate it. Why sit (or sleep?) 
anywhere else? My Irish ancestors are rolling over in 
their graves, but the local pharmacy is thrilled. I’ve 
been going through sunscreen like restaurants are 
going through white wine. Or Albert Heijn through 
ready to cook BBQ kits. You would think my husband 
would be happy with this aspect of integration, but 
instead he’s annoyed that we have to negotiate over 
the sunniest seat when we go out together. I am also 
worried though. What’s next? Sending Tikkies for the 
cost of ingredients, when my friends come round for 
dinner?

In 1941 the rusting hulk of the “Kwinana* was partly destroyed by explosives, then 
in 1959 the Fremantle Harbour Trust cut the hull down to low water level and filled it, as 
one can see on the pictures below.

History: 

Genemuiden received City rights in 1275, which is also the first time Genemuiden gets 
mentioned in history. It stayed independent until 2001 when, despite fierce opposition of its 
inhabitants, it was forced to merge with the smaller, neighbouring villages of Zwartsluis and 
Hassalt to form the Municipality of Zwartewaterland. 

The Town itself doesn't have any buildings over 150 years old, as 
two fires destroyed the Town completely in 1866. These fires could 
not be controlled due to the great number of hay stacks in one street, 
'de Achterweg' or 'Nachtweg'. This street still shows a non-smoking 
sign, which is unique for a street in Europe. 


Industry: 

Genemuiden used to be an important fishing village, but when the Zuiderzee was dammed 
and the water changed from salt to fresh water and then the Flevopolder was created, 
reducing the AG water even more and was the end of the fishing industry. 


However, since the 18th century, the people from Genemuiden

On the second floor is a cinema and a 
space for the permanent exhibition, which includes examples of old floor coverings, 
wooden looms and various types of rush mats.

The Knick-Knack Museum: 

What started out as a collection of historic artifacts, resulted in a house filled to the brim. 
An interesting collection that demonstrates how people lived in the past and what 
implements were used by them. 


The Pumping station Mastenbroek: 
This pumping station, now a National Monument, is very close to Genemuiden and is 
situated at edge of the Zwarte Meer, at the mouth of the river Ijssel. 
In the period 1840 - 1880, the use of steam as a source of energy greatly increased. This 
also applied to the pumps for draining polders. The polder of Mastenbroek belonged to the 
forerunners in the Netherlands, with the construction of d'Olde R 
Mesiene i in 1855- 1856. With a steam 
pumping station, the water level could be 
regulated much better then Windmills ever 
did and that obviously had a favorable 
effect on agricultural use. 
This pumping station was officially 
commissioned on 11 October 1856. With the construction of the 
”Veneriete” electric auger pumping station in 1961, it meant that 
after 105 years of loyal service, the active period of the Steam 
driven Pumping station Mastenbroek came to an end. However, it 
has been fully restored and is in working order. The building that 
ka "houses the steam-driven pump is now part of a Museum, with a 
restaurant and demonstrations of a working steam- driven pump.
